It might be handed to her hus­ 
band picked up at sea from a tor­ 
pedoed boat. He flew a bomber to 
England and is coming home by 
ship. 
A Son With RAK 
Another woman has just brought 
in some neatly knitted socks. She 
pave them a little pat as she put 
them down. 
Slip has a son flying 
In the Royal Canadian Air Force 
over seas. 
At a far counter is 
a 
woman 
folding small children’s clothes In 
her pocket is a letter

brother In London 
Yes, he has

ON EXCESS WHEAT 


Reminded 
of 
Penalties 
Charged On Excess 
By AAA 


Wheat farmers who have exceed­ 
ed 1941 AAA wheat allotments were 
reminded today by AAA Chairman 
George H. Rogers, that 
no 
1941 
wheat can be sold or fed without 
first securing a wheat marketing 
card from the Columbiana county 
EEA committee 
A lot of confusion exists concern­ 
ing the penalty on excess wheat 
and the method of determining ex­ 
cels production. 
Any farmer, he 
explained, who has planted more 
than* 15 acres of wheat and has ex­ 
ceeded an allotment of IO acres or 
more has excess wheat which mast 
be disposed of before 
a 
wheat 
marketing card can be secured. 
Rogers cited the following ex­ 
ample: 
A farmer has an allotment of 16 
acres. He planted 23 acres for har­ 
vest. 
His normal yield as deter­ 
mined by the county committee Is 
iv bushels an acre, and his actual 
yield is 25 bushels an acre 
He has 
exceeded hts allotment by 
seven 
acres. 
The 
excess 
production 
therefore Is seven acres times the 
normal production (the normal or 


• actual production, 
whichever 
is 
smaller) of 19 bushels an acre'or ; 
133 bushels. 
The penalty on the 
excess production would amount to 
96517 which mast be paid before 
j any of the wheat on the remaining 
16 acres or the allotment can be j 
sold or fed.

ment of the penalty by storing the j 
excess wheat and
